As  promised  in  your  last  issue  of  CONTACT,  the  following 
is  the  report  of  the  alumni  secretary  made  to  the  membership  in 
the  business  meeting,  Alumni  Day,  June  22.  Since  the  report 
was  designed  for  all  the  alumni  with  its  story  of  past  accom¬ 
plishments,  of  plans  and  dreams  for  the  future,  it  is  of  para¬ 
mount  importance  that  the  report  reach  all  the  alumni  through 
the  medium  of  CONTACT. 

Thanks  to  Alumni 

Paul  Monastyrski,  the  national  secretary,  began  his  oral  re¬ 
port.  with  sincere  thanks  to  all  the  alumni  in  attendance.  He 
pointed  out  that  all  the  hard  work  of  the  previous  month’s  pre-" 
paration  for  a  novel  and  enjoyable  alumni-days’  program  was 
now  highly  rewarded  by  the  number  of  alumni  who  came,  and 
by  the  evident  degree  of  enjoyment  displayed  by  the  arrivals. 

He  then  thanked  the  class  of  1936  for  their  gift  to  the  college ; 
the  Cook  County  chapter  for  the  new  Father  Clement  Falter 
Memorial  Golf  trophy.
